dends are paid, also assessments, and 
business takes a fresh spirit." 


This was the regular semi-annual 


conference between 
the managemenl 


and owners of the N. C. & O. Ry. and 
Frank Lewis was in attendance with 
Mr. Dunaway. 


There is a possibility that the load 


w.ill be extended during the coming 
year to Lakeview, Oregon. The sur- 
vey for the road was made several 
.years ago and would serve In all prob- 
ability with a few minor changes. At 
the present time the company have 
ties and are prepared to make the ex- 
tension, but the price of rails is so 
high that no orders have been placed 


The pool price of railroad steel is $28 


a ton at Pittsburg. The railroad com- 
pany wtlll not consider building until 
the price drops to the neighborhood of 
$20. 
They have been quoted as low 
as $14. 


The supply and demand regulate the 


market price to a great extent, but as 
there will not be as much road build- 
ing in 1904 as the previous year, a de- 
cline is probable. 


If conditions are favorable it is safe 


to assort that the northern road from 
Reno will be running into LakevJew 
within a year from this date. 


Mr. Lewis was delighted with his 


trip east, as he had not made the run 
for many years. 


He said they were very fortunate 


at all times, having just escaped a 
blizzard at Chicago a.nd finding per- 
fect welather in New Tork.

ditiion. Certainly they hve done nothing which would jus- 
tify such an insult to the American flag, or such anarchis- 
tic remarks as would have jxistly caused the impilsonment 
of Johaan Most or any one of his infamous associates. 
Men during- the civil war were subjected to the severest 
kinds of punishment for much milder and far less treason- 
able language than was used at this assemblage of organ- 
ized capital, and had the speakers received their deserts 
they would have been treated by the local authorities of 
Chicago as would have been any other band of anarchists 
assembled for the purpose of overthrowing the government 
of which the insulted flag is the cherished and revered em- 
blem. Had the same words been uttered at an assem-' 
blage of organized, working-men there would have been 
prompt interference by the sollce; the lea "
